For a car which is made in large 
numbers and coats relatively little the 
Essex Six. built at Detroit, runs with 
unuxual refinement. 

The Essex submitted for trial ban

The Oil pump—lubrication Is 
by splash with troughs—Is under tho 
Punnet, but the tray filter cannot b* 
reached without dropping -the base. 
THE CARBURETOR 

The carburetor has a single handy 
adjustment, a filter In the bottom of 
the flout chamber: the feed Is by 
va< uurn tank, and the back reservoir 
has the filler to one side and there 
Is a gauge. The exhaust manifold is 
Shielded by a hot-air box. which is 
somewhat cheap in appearance.

UNIT CONSTRUCTION

The gear-box Is of modern design, 
and provides tbe worm drive for tho 
speedometer. Changes are made by 
a rt m tro t -level In an Invisible iwtty;

This lever is tall, and placed 
sensibly outside the brake lever, so 
that .both are readily to hand. Then 
Is a gear-lock. Both brakes act at 
the rear* the pedal bringing on ex¬ 
ternal bands and the hand lever in¬ 
ternally expanding shoes. 
MINIMIZES ROLLING 
Siupensto^ U hair-elliptical, the 
rear springs being undcrslung and 
set Opuch out of parallel to the chassis 
fr_mj* THIj minimizes roiling. Larg** 
wick-feed oilers are fitted through¬ 
out the car—the finest means of lub¬ 
rication. The spare rim and tire are 
carried at the back between petrol 
tank and luggage grid, tools under 
the front cushion, and. the all- 
weather side cutralns in the two for- 
wsrd doors. The body lx comfortable 
front and back, but the corner of the 
panel adjoining the driver’s entrance 
might be transferred to the door. At 
present in a thick coat It Is rather a 
squeeze getting in or out on the off 
side. The clutch had u sweet action, 
and gear-changlit* was not difficult 
to do. The suspension with the low- 
pressure tires was quite satisfactory, 
and. as far as two-wheel braking 
methods go. I have but little fault to 
find with the brake application force, 
it being strong and progressive in tho 
case of either set. The pedgl brake 
rods were bent, but presumably this 
is hot standard practice. The steer¬ 
ing 1 # one of the best points of the 
car. and combined with the smooth, 
quiet and willing engine makes the 
latest Essex Six pleasing to drive.

Slump in Danish 
Automobile Business 

Danish Bales of automotive vehicles 
of all classes, except trucks, have 
been very low during the pasf, quar¬ 
ter «nd the sales outlook for the 
first quarter of the coming year la, 
at best, uncertain. Importations have 
declined nearly alxty-slx per rent 
during the first ten month* of 1124. 
as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1*23. A sales tax of from 
fifteen to thirty per cent, has been 
reneged for a period of two years 
longer, and thus has set at rest un¬ 
certainty which has curtailed buy¬ 
ing to a considerable degree. Rales 
volume In the first quarter of lf24 
should show a marked Increase.

Don’t Neglect a Squeak or Rattle 

Ran!e* and squeaks are very irritating and disturbing and at the 
same time are a sign that there is something on the car that requires 
attention without delay. Sometime* a squeak or rattle if a warning 
that a certain part requires lubrication and a drop oi oil or a shot oi 
grease from the grease gun at the right time may save the cost of an 
expensive repair. • 

Take as an example the universal joint on the propeller shaft. Sup¬ 
pose the lubrication of this is neglected or say the grease plug ha* 

• ome out—what happen*. For a start you hear a squeak, caused by 
lack of oil or grease in the pins of the joint. Within a short time the 
squeak changes to a rattle which will he very noiiceable when ih t car 
is traveling at low speed*. This rattle is caused by play in the bear¬ 
ings which have worn. The result is that a new universal joint must 
he installed at a cost from S20 to (40. In addition to the cost of the 
repair you lose the use of your car for several days. 

-If, when the squeak was first 

noticed, you had taken the trouble 
to find out where it came from or 
had made a practice of making a 
careful inspection of your car at 
regular intervals, the missing 
grease plug in the universal joint 
would have been noticed and a 
new one fitted and the joint filled 
with grease. 

Some driver* take no notice 
an unusual sound until the trouble 
reaches the stage where it causes a breakdown. If the reader is one 
of those who do not care to work about a car. the best idea and one 
that will save t:me and money in the e.nd, is to make arrangements 
with a reliable service station to look over your car about once a 
month. They will test and tighten up all bolts and nuts, drain the 
rranksase and refill with fresh oil* grease or oil all connections on the 
front axle, steering gear, brake connections, etc. They will test the 
brakes and if necessary adjust them. When making the inspection, 
the mechanic generally notices any parts that show signs of wear and 
ran either make adjustments that will take up the pUv or advise you 
so that a replacement can be made before trouble occurs. 

This is a service nearly every service station has a fixed charge 
for and you will find them very reasonable. If your car receives thif 
attention and care you can be certain that it will give you longer 
service and will ran better than it will if all vou do is fill up the radi¬ 
ator with water, the crankcase with oil and the tank with gasoline 
znd neglect lubrication and tightening up. 

The majority of owners prefer t« 
look after their car and get a cer¬ 
tain amount of pleasure in keeping 
everything in good condition. You 
probably are familiar with the 
usual sounds that are normally 
made by your car, but you should 
train your ear to detect at once any 
strange sound. 

Noises are divided ' into two 
classes, those occurring at regular 
intervals and those at irregular 
intervals. In the first class we have sounds occurring in the engine, 
clutch, near box and rear axle or in other words, noises in the rotating 
parts. In the second class we have noises occurring at irregular inter¬ 
vals in such parts as the body, brake, rods, fenders, springs, etc. 

bqueaks are generally caused by lack of lubrication while rattles 
are caosed by excessive wear or looseness in some part, although 
squeaks also occur from this cause. 

When you hear a long continued squeak while the car is on the 
road, first stop the car but leave the engine running. If you find that 
the squeak stops when the car stops, then grease or oil the shackle 
bolts, spring leaves, universal joints. If this does not cure the trouble 
examine the wheel bearings. If they are dry they squeak badly and 
if not attended to at once the bearings will be rained. If however, the 
squeak continues while the engine is running but the car is stopped, 
then lubricate such parts as the fan bearing, generator bearings, clutch, 
etc .'. . * ny body bolts are loose the weaving of the chassis 

will also cause a squeak. 

Rattles are caused by wear and looseness in some part Make sure 
that the fenders are securely clamped to the fender irons and that the 
bolts holding the running board brackets are pulled up tight. Loose 
floor boards are another cause of rattles and squeaks. Loose body 
bolts should be tightened. Loose and worn brake connections, tie rod pint, 
shackle bolts all cause a great amount of rattle on the road. Doors and 
windows also rattle badly at times. 

The best way to prevent rattles' and aqaftaka i» to go over your car 
»*'> month and taat at! bolt, and nut* for tifhtneii, then 
with an oil or re case gun. keen every bearing welt lubricated.
